(3) Stern and petiole powder (fig. 9, B). The remarkable elements of 
stem and petiole powder are stone cell, fiber and epidermis. st 2 : stone cell, 
wall 2—5 /j, in thickness, with small pores. f: fiber, with thin wall, ep 1 ; 
epidermal cell, witn pitted and striated wall. 

Powdered Capsicum. Yellowish red powder of Japanese Capsicum (Taka- 
notsume and Yatsubusa). 

epo i: outer epidermis of pericarp, polygonal, containing chromoplast and 
oil drops; often with sclerenchyma (sc^). sti: inner epidermis of pericarp, 
chiefly of stone cells; wall irregularly curved and thickened (5—12 /i), pit and 
striation distinct; by Yatsubusa, wall almost equally thickened (3~5 ß ). p: 
parenchyma of pericarp, containing chromoplast and oil drops; by parenchyma 
of placenta (pla) often containing microcrystals (er). epo 3 : outer epidermis of 
seed coat, 20—30 /* in thickness and irregularly curved, with distinct striations; 
light yellow middle lamella often swelled (epo^), by Yatsubusa (epo ä ). esp: 
endosperm, containing aleuron and oil drops. v: vessel, ring vessel (vr) and 
spiral vessel (vs), rarely with pitted vessel (vp) and fiber (f). em: embryo, 
spherical parenchyma, containing the same with endosperm. cu: fragments of 
lihgt yellowish brown cuticle. epi: inner epidermis of seed coat. 
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
